The multiplicity of laws, the varied 
possibilities of appeals, the dispo- 
sition of technicality in procedure, 
the delays and consequent expense 
of litigation which inevitably inure 
to the advantage of wealth and spe- 
cialized ability—all these have 
many times been recounted as re- 
proaches to us. It is strange that 
such laxities should persist in a 
time like the present, which is 
marked by a determined upward 
movement in behalf of the social 
welfare. But they do exist. They 
demonstrate a need for better, 
prompter, less irksome, and expen- 
sive administration of the laws.

The ardent Sstates- 
rights advocate sees in this practice 
a vicious weakening of the State 
system. The extreme Federalist is 
apt to look upon it in a cynical 
fashion as bribing the States into 
subordination. The average Amer- 
ican. believing in our dual-sover- 
eignty system, must fee] that the 
policy of national doles to the 
States is bad and may become dis- 
astrous. We may’go on yet for a 
time with the easy assumption that 
“if the States will net, the Nation 
must.” But that way lies trouble. 
When the National Treasury con- 
tributes half, there is temptation 
to extravangance by the State. We 
have seen examples in connection 
with the Federal contributions to 
road building. Yet there are con- 
stant demands for more Federal 
contributions.

“There is no other foundation 
on which freedom has ever found 
a permanent abiding place. We 
shall have to make our decision 
whether we wish to maintain our 
present institutions, or whether we 
wish to exchange them for some- 
thing else. If we permit some one 
to come to support us, we cannot 
prevent someone coming to govern 
us. If we are too weak to take 
charge of our own morality, we 
shall not be strong enough to take 
charge of ‘our own liberty. If we 
cannot govern ourselves, if we can- 
not observe the law, nothing re- 
mains but to have someone else 
govern us, to have the law enforced 
against us, and to step down from 
the honorable abiding place of 
freedom to the ignominious abode 


of servitude. 

“If these principles are sound, 
two conclusions follow. The indi- 
vidual and the local, State and 


national political units ought to be 
permitted to assume their own re- 
sponsibilitieg. Any other course 
in the end will be subversive both 
of character and liberty. But it 


turn must meet their obligations. 
If‘there is to be a continuation of 
individual and local self-govern- 
ment and of State sovereignty, the 
individual and locality must gov- 
ern themselves and the State must 
assert its sovereignty. Otherwise 
these rights and privileges will be 
confiscated under the all-compell- 
ing pressure of public necessity for 
a better maintenance of order and 
morality. The whole world has 
reached a stage in which, if we do 
not set ourselves right, we may be 
perfectly sure that an authority 
will be asserted by others for the 
purpose of setting us right. 

“But before we attempt to set 
ourselves up as exponents_of uni- 
versal reform, it would be wise to 
remember that progress is of slow 
growth, and also to remember that 
moderation, patience, forbear- 
ance and charity are virtues 
in their own. right. The only 
action which can be _ effective 
in the long run is that which helps 
others to help themselves. Before 
we assume too great responsibili- 
ties in the governing of others, it 


would be the part of wigdom very 
completely to discharge our  -fre- 
sponsibilities for governing our- 
selves. A large amount of work 
has to be done at home before we 
can start [fm on the neighbors and 
very considerable duties have to 
be performed in America before we 
undertake the direction of the rest 
of the world. But we must at all

Time, it became apparent yes- 
terday, is making Memorial Day 
more and more one of memory for 
the veterans of the Civil War and 
those who died during that con- 
flict, while the survivors of the 
nation's two later wars remain to 
observe the solemn occasion and 
decorate the graves of those who 
have fallen. 

When a group of about 200 vet- 
erans of the three wars marched 
over Twelfth boulevard and Wash- 
ington avenue, from City Hall to 
a steamboat, yesterday noon, to 
go to the ceremonies at Jefferson 
Barracks, there were only .two 
wearers of the G. A. R. uniform 
among them. 

Other G. A. R. men reached the 
Barracks by other means, but only 


a few score were there. Only 240 
members of the “Grand Army” 
survive in St. Louis, although 


there were more than 10 times that 
many when the national encamp- 
ment was held here 22 years after 
the internal strife had ended. 

It is 60 years since-the peace of 
Appomattox. Men who enlisted 
when the war started, at the age 
of majority, and who survive, are 
85 years old now. Thus it will 
be seen that the only Civil War 
veterans living now who are not 
octogenarians or older, were less 
than 16 when the war began.

1—EARTH. In this penal ts 
symbolized the first of the ele- 
ments. It is some 16 by 28 feet. 
Painted in flat oils its colour is 
that of blue and gold. The pic- 
ture is a fine parable of Moth- 
er Earth and the human fam- 
ily. 

2—-WATER. Another of the 
four panels of the elements, 
which go in the lower dome of 
the Capitol at Jefferson City.

= O SPEND $50,000 for a collection of 
insects! 

That is what level-headed scientists 
of the Smithsonian Institution in Wash- 
ington are planning to do. They -want 
the collection of. American moths 
owned by Paul Dognin of Paris, ad- 

mittedly one of the finest ever assembled. 


But, the average person might ask, would all the 
butterflies in the world be worth. such a sum of 
money? 

It is a reasonable figure for the Dognin moths, 
declare the Government experts in entomology, con- 
sidering the benefits which will ensue to American 
agriculture from having such an assemblage of 
specimens in this country, readily available for 
study. Almost any up-to-date farmer can tell the 
reason why. Moths probably are the largest single 
group of plant-feeding insects, and they certainly 
are the most injurious to vegetation. 


R. WILLIAM SCHAUS, Assistant Curator of the 

National Museum, one of the-leaders in the drive 
to raise ‘$50,000 for bugs,’’ recently told the writer 
some facts whieh emphasize the importance to this 
country, in sums much larger than $50,000, of being 
able to identify moth specimens accurately and 
promptly. He did not say so, but the average, per- 
son's lack of infOrmation about insects is Quite ex- 
tensive. 

Take wasps, for example. When one of the buz- 
zing creatureS comes near, most Of us feel like swat- 
ting him, and only refrain because we might miss, 
and then Mr. Wasp could whirl back and in revenge 
apply to us-a very hot tail. It was Bert Williams, 
dusky comedian, who said: “Dat wasp was all 
right as long as he stood up, but, oh, mah God, when 
he sat down!” If we learn of a wasps’ nest nearby, 
our first impulse is to clean it out even by setting 
fire to the nest if necessary. ‘ 

But the wasp is a friend to man, despite the lat- 
ter’s stupidity. Wasps destroy the big caterpillars 
and cutworms which work such havoc in gardens 
and orchards. When the mother wasp wants a place 
to deposit her egg, she goes on a hunting trip. She 
finds a caterpillar, pounces on it, and in an instant 


-the wasp’s sting has done its work. The big worm 
‘quivers, stiffens and is still. Then the wasp flies 
‘with the caterpillar to her burrow, puts it near the 


burrow and lays an egg on the caterpillat’s body. 
Next she drags the worm into the burrow, and 
tamps the earth over the entrance by lifting and 
dropping a stone thereon. The incubator is ready. 


But the most remarkable thing about the whole 
affair is that the caterpillar has not been killed by 
the wasp’s sting, only paralyzed. It is still alive, 
but helpless, and when the egg hatches out the in- 
fant wasp has a living storehouse on which to feed. 
In this way the wasp supplies her offspring with 
enough fresh food to last it until the youngster can 
take to the air by itself. 

Moral: Don't swat the 
wasp! 


HE war against in- 

sect pests is one of 
the unceasing activities 
of the Federal Govern- 
ment, in which it is as- 
sisted by many of the 
states. So injurious 
have moths become that 
the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture keeps _in- 
spectors at ports of en- 
try to examine all im- 
portations of trees, 
fruits, shrubbery and 
other plants, and make 
sure that none of the in- 
coming shipments bring 
harmful bugs into this 
country.

The .Dognin collection contains 82,000 specimens 
and more than 3000 types—a type being a specimen 
from which the original description is made, and ir- 
replacable. The Smithsonian Institution already pos- 
sesses an enormous accumulation of moths and but- 
terflies. Dr. Schaus, himself a man of independent 
income and a tireless traveler in the name of Sci- 
ence, has given 5000 types to the National Museum. 

If to the present array of insects in the museum 
is added the Dognin collection, the National Mu- 
seum will have the world’s greatest collection of 
American moths, a distinction now held by the Brit- 
ish Museum fn London, where students must go to 
complete their education in American insect life. ’ 


T MEANS much, in the warfare against insect 

pests, to have information about the enemy 
promptly. When the marauders appear in a given 
locality, their spread may. be checked much more 
easily and vast damage possibly may be prevented 
if their identity is learned without delay and the 
proper measures taken against them. Specimens of 
an unknown or doubtful species are sent to Wash- 
ington and there identified. 

The insect bandits are a serious matter, and their 
“loot’’ in the way of destroyed vegetation has 
amounted to many, many millions of dollars in the 
United States. This tribute still is being collected, 
too. 

Everybody who has been in Washington knows 
the cherry trees which beautify the park near the 
Lincoln Memorial. When the first shipment of 
these trees arrived from Japan, inspectors found 
on some of them a fungus which, if allowed to 
get a start in this country, would destroy fruit trees. 
The entire consignment was burned. 


The gypsy moth, which has destroyed hun- 
dreds of orchards and groves in New England 
during the last 20 years.
